HE German Government

portation and transit of arms, 
munitions, explosives or other 
mg materials to Poland or Rus- 
sia. 

The proclamation adds that 
Germany exercises the rights she 
enjoys in accordance with the 
law of netions, which remains 
untouched by the provisions of 
the peace treaty. 


UNUSUALLY LARGE 
AMOUNT OF WATER 
USED LAST FRIDAY 


| Pumped Into Mains. 


| The hot weather at the end of last 
week caused unusually large con- 
sumption of water, Water Commis- 
sioner Wall reported today. For the 
24-hour period ending at midnight 
Friday there were 140,800,000 gal- 
lons of water pumped into the sup- 
Ply mains, one of the largest 
amounts ever used here. The surplus 
left was comparatively small, as only 
147,000,000 gallons were pumped 
from the Mississippi River into the 
settling basins. 

Extra chemicals consumed in the 
water pumped Friday cost $446 more 
than normal, or $1546. Eighty tons 
of lime, 10% tons of iron sulphate, 
12 tons of aluminum sulphate and 
662 pounds of liquid chlorine were 
used. Normal consumption is 105,- 
000,000 gallons daily. The record 
amount used in one day is 154,000,- 
000 gallons required one very cold 
day several winters ago when house- 
holders let water run to keep pipes 
from freezing. 

Last Saturday 158,600,000 were 
filtered from the river, but consump- 


tion was more nearly normal than 
Friday. 


HOLDUP MEN GET $25,000 IN 2 
CHICAGO HOLDUPS; 4 MEN SHOT 


Five Bandits Rob Hart, Schaffner 
' & Marx Clothing Co. Pay- 
master. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, July 26.—Four men 


were shot, one probably fatally, when 
five bandits held up the paymaster 
of the Hart, Schaffner & Marx Cloth- 
ing Co. this afternoon, escaping with 
$10,000 in cash. 

Two of the wounded were mem- 
bers of the bandit’s band. The three 


automobile and escaped, carrying the 
payroll satchel with them. 

George Haubrock, an employe of 
the company, was shot through the 
head when he attempted to carry the 
satchel into the factory while two 
fellow messengers exchanged fire 


with the bandits. Haubrock is not 
expected to live. 

One of the bandits grabbed the bag 
after shooting Haubrock, but «was 
brought down by a bullet fired from 
the revolver of Charles Gaude, one 
of the messengers. A second bandit 
snatched up the satchel and also was 
shot by Gaude. | 

In the face of the fire of the two 

essengers, the three unwounded 
bandits retrieved the loot and res- 
cued their companions. More than 
50 shots were exchanged in the fight. 

Shortly after the Hart, Schaffner 
& Marx robbery two dDandits held up 
Abe Nelson as he.was entering the 
Peterson Machine Works on the 
West Side and took $15,000, the 
company’s payroll. 

They escaped in an automobile.

SPRINGFIELT, Mo., July 26.— 


Circuit Judge Orin Patterson today 
overruled the demurrer filed by 


counsel for Richard McCulloch, 
president of the United Railways Co., 
of St. Louis, and Bruce Cameron, 
former superintendent of transpor- 
tation, to the indictment charging 
them with burglary in tne second 


degree and larceny, in the. theft of | claude O. Pearcy. 


referendum petitions June 15, 1918. 
The Court's ruling means that the 
defense has failed in its effort to ob- 
tain dismissal of the_case on tech- 
nical grounds, without hearing of 
the testimony, and that the case will 
go to trial on the evidence. August 
30 has been set as the date for the 


opening of the trial. The case was 
brought here on a change of venue 
from St. Louis, and was called for 
trial May 24, but a continuance was 
granted at that time because of the 
absence of a witness for the defense, 
and for consideration of the argu- 
ments on the demurrer. 


Defense’s Argument. 


Two printed briefs have been sub- 
mitted to Judge Patterson by the 
defense, in support of the demurrer, 
in the lust few weeks, and one by 
the prosecution, opposing it. The 
defense endeavored to show that the 
opening of a safe and the taking of 
signed referendum petitions, as 
charged in the indictment, does not 
constitute the crime of burglary and | 
larceny under the laws of Missouri. 
It argued that referendum petitions 
were not property within the mean- 
ing of the statutes, not being sub- 
ject to personal ownership and not 
having a recognized money value. In 
the lack of a special statute protect- 
ing such petitions, it was held that 
the taking of them was not larceny. 
From this, it was argued that the 
forcible opening of a safe, for the 
purpose of taking the petitions, was 
not burglary, but only malicious de- 
suction of property, a minor of- 
fense. 

To this argument the prosecution 
replied that the referendum peti- 
tions were designated in the indict- 
ment as pamphlets, that they had 
a value, given to them by the work 
done in preparing them and obtain- 
ing signatures, and that they were 
individual property so long as they 
were not filed with the Election 
Board. It laid emphasis on the 
words of the statute against lar- 
ceny, which specifies various arti- 
cles and then adds “or other per- 
sonal property or valuable thing 
whatsoever.” 


Judge’s Statement. 


In his ruling, Judge Patterson said. 
in part: 

“Most of the grounds of the de- 
murrer are bottomed on matters that 
do not appear on the face of the in- 
dictment. The defendants’ para- 
mount contention is that the things 
charged to have been taken are not 
designated in the indictment by their 
usual and ordinary names—that the 
things charged to have been taken 
were referendum petitions: that ref- 
erendum petitions are not property, 
but are agencies of government— 
that, legally speaking, there cannet 
be an intent to steal them nor a lar- 
cony of them. The answer to this 
contention is, that pamphlets are a 
well-recognized, species of personal 
property, that the 
charges as a fact that the things tak- 
en were pamphlets, and the demur- 
rer confesses the truth of the 
charge.” ' 

In discussing the contention that 
the. indictment failed to charge a 
crime under the laws of the State. 
Judge Patterson said: “In the opinion 
of the Court, each of the three counts 
of the indictment with clearness and 
precision charges all the constituent 
elements of the crime of burglary 
in the secOind degree. In the opinion 
of the Court. each of the three 
counts of the indictment charges the 
defendants certainly and definitely 
with taking pamphiets, and charges 
all the congtitue:t¢ elements of lar- 
ceny.”

VOTE NOV. 2 0N MOVE 
FOR NEW CONSTITUTION 


Secretary of State Announces 
Petitions Filed Fulfill Law’s 
Provisions,

The voters of Missouri will vote at 
the election Nov. 2 on the question of 
calling a constitutional convention, to 
frame a new State Constitution, 
which shall replace the Constitution 
fyamed in 1875, under which. the 
State is still governed. 

This was assured today by an an- 
nouncement received from the office 
of the Secretary of State at Jefferson 
City by the New Constitution Asso- 
ciation of Missouri, which has an of- 
fice in the Federal Reserve 
Building. 

The association recently circulated 
initiative petitions, which have been 
found by the office ‘of the Secretary 
of State to meet the constitutional re- 
quirement, by having the signatures 
of at least 5 per cent of the voters in 
two-thirds of the congressional dis- 
tricts of the State. The number of 
signatures obtained was about 32,-

Under the amendment, it is pro- 
posed to change the mode of elect- 
ing deelgates to the constitutional 
convention so as to choose the 68 
delegates from senatorial districts 
on a bipartisan basis with the addi- 
tion of 15 nonpartisan delegates-at- 
large, following the New York plan. 

The proposed amendment also in- 
cludes an automatic referring 
every 20 years to the people of the 
question whether it is time for a 
new constitutional convention. 
|. For the past eight years attempts 
have been made to get the Legisla- 
ture to submit the constituional con- 
vention question to the voters. These | 
attempts failed because of the objec- 
tion to the plan of selection, which 
would have meant partisan delegates | 
from gerrymandered senatorial dis- 
tricts. The present plan eliminates 
this objection. 

The new constitution amendment 
will be the only amendment put on 
the ballot through initiative peti- 
tions.

EXAMINATION OF 
LACLEDE GAS CD. 
BOOKS DEMANDED 


C. E. Smith, Consulting En-

SAYS THEY ARE NOT 
PROPERLY COMPILED 


‘Asks Public Service Commis- 
sion to Send Its Expert 
Auditors Here to Go Over 
Records of Firm.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 26.—C. 
E. Smith, consulting engineer for the 
City of St. Louis, testifying before 
the Public Service Commission, here 
today, declared that a hasty analysis 
he had made of the exhibits offered 
by the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. 
Louis {tn support of its demand for 
an increase in gas rates, showed the 
exhibits were not properly compiled, 
and urged the commission to have ts 
expert auditors make an examination 
of the company’s system of book- 
keeping. 

Smith said that in reporting its rev- 
enues and operating expense for the 
last six months and: comparing the 
figures with those of the preceding 
six months; an unduly large amount 
had. been charged to the last six 
months mg tended to make the 
net return for the last six months 
appear less than the first six months, 
when it really should appear greater. 

The company submitted a state- 
ment of revenue and expense for the 
last six months of 1919, the first six 
months of 1920 and an estimate of 
the revenues and expenses for the 
ensuing fiscal year which began on 
July 1 

1921 Estimate Questioned. 

Smith also told the commission 
the company’s estimate for the next 
year is not at all justified by the rec- 
ord of the past year. Smith said 
that although the company’s esti- 
mate for next year showed an in- 
crease of 12:9 per cent for general 
expenses, the item of general ex- 
penses should show a reduction. 

Smith declared that the company 
had charged a much larger amount 
to taxes during the first six months 
period of the fiscal year. than during 
the last period, and that the matter 
of taxes should be equally dis- 
tributed. Associate City Counselor 
4Harry A. Hamilton pointed out in 
his argument that the city’s estli- 
mate of 15 per cent increase 
in taxes next year not only 
would not be realized, but that the 
taxes probably would be reduced sub- 
stantially because Gov. Gardner had 
promised to recommend to the Leg- 
islature a substantial reduction of 
the income tax rate, and a 50 per 
cent reduction of the eerpengnes 
franchise tax rate. 

Smith also showed that the nabeuh 
cost of manufacturing both coal gas 
and water gas was less during the 
last six months‘ period than during 
the first one, according to the com- 
pany’s own figures. This proved, he 
told the commission, that the only 
way in which the company could 
have shown a reduced net income 
during the latter period was by an 
improper distribution of overhead 
and general expense. 

The amount of damages, he said 
for the first period had been given 
as $21,000 and $78,000 for the last 
period. 

Estimates Declared Too High. 

Smith said the laboratory ex- 
pense had been increased 5.3 per 
cent during the last six months, but 
that in its estimate for the ensuing 
year the company had hiked the 
laboratory expense 62 per cent 
without giving any g00d reason 
therefor. He also showed that al- 
though the increased cost of dis- 
| tribution, according to the com- 
| pany ‘s figures, ‘ad been only 16.3 
per cent during the last six months,

carried the yachts many miles off | 
their course, the American sloop 
captured the lead, which she held 
and had increased during the rest of 
the ‘drifting match. 

So slowly did the yachts ‘slide over 
the oily sea that neither of them 
had any white avater under her 
bows. Shamrock at one time even 
had her sailormen perched along 
the lee rail with their legs in the 
water, in an effort to bring the 
challenger to her true racing line. 

The race will be resailed tomor- 
row unless by 9 o’clock either skip- 
per requests the regatta committee 
for a postponement. 

It was announced officlally when 
the yachts put back to Sandy Hook 
that the race would be resailed to- 
morrow. 

With scarcely a breath of air waft- 
ing across the racing lane, the con- 
test fast developed into a “fight 
against the six-hour time limit, 
which expires at 6:30 p. m. 

In the luffing which carried the 
sloops far off their course toward 
the Jersey shore, Shamrock kept on 
too far toward the beach and when 
the yachts finally had gvybed around 
and started toward the outer mark, 
Resolute slipped into the lead at: 
1:50 and three minutes later was 
about 10 seconds ahead of the Lipton 
craft. 


Course Is Set. 

After testing the wind off Sandy 
Hook Point, in order to determine 
what topsails to carry, Capt. Burton 
signaled for a tow. The wind was 
probably not more than seven vor 
eight knots in strength at this time 
and prospects for a fast race were 
not so bright. 

Resolute dropped her moorings ut 
10:15 and sailed away toward the 
point. 

Shortly after noon the Regatta 
Committee signaled the following 
course for the race: 

A 15-mile run from the Ambrese 
channel lightship south by west half- 
west, with a 15-mile beat back to the 
lightship. 

Resolute, which the regatta com- 
mittee announced would receive a 
time allowance of six minutes and 40 
seconds, worked about with her sails. 
Indications pointed to a long slow 
race in light airs. 

Breeze Freshens a Bit. 


The breeze freshened a bit as the 
time for the smart approached 
Shamrock took tn her baby jib topsall 
and both yachts set up big jibs in 
stops and then worked in and about 
the lightship waiting for the start- 
ing whistle.

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NO EXTRA-SESSION CAMPAIGN. 

The acceptance speech is said to be construed by 
Eastern papers to mean that, if elected, Mr. Harding 
will call an extra session of Congress, immediately 
following his inauguration on March 4, to declare 
a separate peace with Germany and to repeal war- 
time legislation. The accuracy of that construction, 
or inference, rather, may be questioned. 

Forgetful as the public mind is notoriously reptted 
to be, {ts memory surely is capable of running back 
two years. It is only two years ago that the Re- 
publicans waged a congressional campaign which car- 
ried two paramount issues, repeal of war-time lesis- 
lation and reconstruction, a work which, it was frank- 
ly admitted, only the Republican party was com- 
petent to do.

éé O DOUBT there are some things new in 

Nee world, but one can scarcely believe 

it at times. For instance, not long ago 

someone said it was a pity the peace treaty had 

got into such a snarl, since with that question 

settled we might have had the benefit of Mr.

“Would you believe that Rome faced this 
Same problem and tried to solve it 2000 years 
ago? It is a fact. In the year 133 B. C. the 
situation had become so serious that the Senate 
passed what was known as the Small Holfings 
Act. No one was henceforth to hold more than 
600 jugera (about 300 acres) of public land, 
or, if he had sons, 250 more for each of two. 
Public land was owned by the state, but occu- 
pied by private men who had paid (or ought to 
have paid) rent for it in some form. Land 
owned as well as occupied by private men could 
not be touched; but there was abundance of the 
other, for the state had retained jts hold upon 
a large part of the land of Italy acquired by 
Rome. This land was now to be divided up tin 
allotments, the state retaining its ownership and 
forbidding sale, a futile attempt to keep the set- 
tlers on the land, even against their will. This 
courageous plan for bringing the people back to 
the land was put in action at once, and we still 
have a few of the inscribed boundary stones set 
up by the commissioners chosen to carry it out. 
And there is good reason to believe that it did 
some good. 

“Our land is owned by too few peopla We 
shall have to realize that and do something 
about it, just as the Romans did even before 
Christ. We have too many farm tenants-trying 
to make something for themselves and their 
landlords, too. The farm cannot produce so 
much wealth. We were told that the farm loan 
act would remedy this situation, and {t will help 
it; but someone has pretty sensibly said that it 
will take it 25 years to do it. At the rate we 
are going, farming will decline in 25 years to a 
point at which production will fail to meet the 
country’s needs.”
